STAPLE FOOD FOR CHICKENS 


Hens Cannot Give Best Results When 
Fed Grain Alone— Fowls De­ 
mand Variety of Feed. 


Grain is the staple food for poultry, 
a naval officer for navigating services, i “ ,d 
for that purpose as 
long as fowls are kept on farms, but 
hens cannot give good results on grain 
alone. It is beneficial to them and will 
be at all times relished, but the de­ 
mands of tho hens are such as to call 
for a variety. 
In the shells of eggs 
as well as their composition are sev­ 
eral forms of mineral matter and nitro­ 
gen, which can only be partially ob­ 
tained from grain. 
Even grains vary in composition, 
and when fowls are fed on one kind 
j for a long time they will begin to re­ 
fuse it. as they mfey be oversupplied 
j with the elements of the food partaken 
j and lack the elements that are best 
supplied from some other source. For 
I this reason they will accept a change 
of food, which is of itself an evidence 
that the best results from liens can 
only be obtained by a variety of food 
Corn and wheat may be used as food 
j with advantage, but must be given as 
a portion of the ration and not made 
exclusive articles of diet.

Easter island is one of the strange 
places of earth. 
It is a mere speck 
on the map, of an area of about 45 
square miles, and it is set away off 
in the Southern Pacific ocean some 
2,500 miles from the coast of South 
America. 
Except for the strange ter­ 
races, and the peculiarly carved fig­ 
ures on the island it is doubtful if it 
would ever be thought of again. 
The 
population is only about one hundred 
natives of the Polynesian race, who 
subsist on the few 
bananas 
they 
grow, and the sugar cane they are 
able 
to 
cultivate. 
They 
produce 
some sweet potatoes, too, and keep a 
few’ goats and some domestic fow’l. 
Archeologically, however, the island 
possesses a wonderful interest. There 
are on the island Immense platforms 
built of cut stones, fitted together 
without cement. 
In some of the plat­ 
forms on the seaside, the walls rise 
as high as thirty feet, and are from 
200 to 300 feet long, by about thirty 
feet wide. Some of the squared stones 
are as much as six feet long. 
Rut 
more remarkable still are the stone 
pedestals found on the broad terraces 
on the land side of the platforms, on 
which once stood huge stone images 
carved somewhat in the form of the 
human trunk. 
These images have 
long since been thrown down and scat­ 
tered about. 
On some of the 
plat* 
; forms there were upwards of a dozen 
of these strange figures. 
They aver 
age from 14 to 16 feet in height, but 
one has been found that is 37 feet 
high. 
Still others are but four feet 
in height. 
One statue eight feet high 
and weighing four tons was taken to 
England some years ago and is now 
preserved in tho British museum. 
Other evidences of a forgotten rare 
are found in stone houses, nearly 200 j 
feet long, 20 feet wide. 
These struc-; 
tures are built of flat stones fitted to- 1 
get her without cement. The walls are 
about five feet thick and of about the 
same height. 
Inside, the walls are 
lined with upright slabs, on which 
are painted geometrical figures and 
representations of animals. The roofs 
are formed by placing slabs so that 
each course overlaps the low’er one 
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Preparation of the Garden for 
Next Year. 


Here are a few’ good plans to put 
your garden in the best shape for next 
year’s crops.

| cover the ground with a fertilizer be-

for this perhaps than good sod, which

Stable manure is

Answer.—-Inasmuch as the first cita­ 
tion is a plain literal statement setting 
forth the ultimate fate of Satan, we 
are forced to the conclusion that he 
will be entirely destroyed at the close 
of Messiah’s reign. 
Examining the 
quoted text from Revelation we find 
that it is a highly figurative declare- I 
tion. No one w ould for a moment sup- I 
pose that a literal ‘‘beast aud false 
prophet” would be tormented In fire 
and brimstone for ever and ever. 
As 
these are all figurative expressions, 
representing evil systems and their 
ultimate destruction after being “tor­ 
mented” by social, financial, and ec­ 
clesiastical difficulties, developing In 
the end of the age; thus also, w’e 
would understand.

Worse Than Useless to Dope Animals 
With Killer Without Disinfecting 
Pens and Bedding. 


(By T. E. BA K ER , Veterinarian, Idaho 
Experiment Station ) 
A pig weighing 150 pounds will have 
approximately 12 pints of blood, each 
pint containing 7,680 drops, or a little 
over 92.000 drops of blood. 
If a louse 
abstracts a drop a day and the pig ie 
boarding several thousand lice, it Is 
easy to see w here the profits go when 
“hogs don’t pay.” 
It is w’orse than useless to dope the 
pigs with lice killer without disinfect­ 
ing pens, bedding and in the spring, 
the w’a1 low’. 
F’irst burn all the loose, dry straw- 
clean out the manure, spray the pen 
floors, walls, beams, troughs and ev­ 
ery crevice with a ten per cent solu­ 
tion of formalin or a half gallon of 
formalin to five gallons 
of 
water. 
Greolin may be added to the wallow in 
warm weather, say half a pint to a 
large wallow’. 
Th*m dust on each pig powdered 
staphisagria.

will 
cause

ARRANGE BEDDING FOR HORSE 


Baled Shavings and Sawdust Are Best, 
Everything Considered— Straw Is 
Too Valuable. 


Always place bedding 
toward 
the 
side and rear of the stall, as a horse 
lies well backward and on its side. 
Should 
the horse kick 
and scratch 
the straw- too tar back, place a coarse 
cocoanut-fiber mat under the 
straw 
about where the hocks of 
the horse 
lie and there will be no further trou­ 
ble. 
Otherwise, 
the 
hocks may 
be 
capped and injured. 
Wheat straw is good for 
bedding, 
rye next and barley is tabooed, while 
oats is too soft. Besides, a horse likes 
oat straw and may be tempted to eat 
unsanitary bedding, the salty taste of 
ammonia proving agreeable to a de- j 
prayed appetite. 
Baled shavings 
and 
sawdust 
are 
best, everything considered; their use 
stopping indigestion caused by eating 
bedding. Straw’, baled hay, old swale 
and such matter rolls up too 
much, 
which fact, together with the steadily 
increasing value of straw-, makes it 
almost too valuable for bedding in the 
horse barns.

paper bettor than the editor, says 


.Tames 
ll. 
Collins in the Saturday 


Evening Post, but they feel this in a 
different way. 
Formerly the average 
newspaper reader believed he could 
make a hotter paper all around on 
general principles. 
Today, however, 
he is disposed to let the editor make 
the paper in a general way, but ear­ 
nestly wishes to reform that part of 
it which deals with his own work and 
interests. 
The business 
man, 
the 
public official, the judge and attor­ 
ney, the doctor, educator, scientist, 
engineer, churchman, social worker 
—all would fight vigorously against 
anything that threatened 
out* 
free 
representative press. 
Yet 
at 
the 
same time all feel that the press con­ 
stantly 
misrepresents 
them 
and 
r ,.kes a hash of m atters with which i 
they are familiar. 
There is a good deal of solid dis 
satisfaction with newspapers; and iii 
trying to give it 
expression 
and 
formulate definite charges critics of 
the newspapers specify various things 
that seem to he wrong. 
They say 
that it has degenerated 
from 
the 
high standards of old-fashioned jour­ 
nalism; that it is controlled by cor­ 
porate or other interests, or manipu­ 
lated for the newspaper publisher’s 
private ends; that it is inaccurate, 
untruthful, biased, dishonest and so 
forth. 


Old Papers Violently Partisan. 
The newspaper man himself is as 
persistent a critic as any. 
It Is ho 
usually who contrasts 
our 
yellow* 
journals with newspapers of the past 
and sighs for the dignity and ethics 
of 
former 
generations. 
But past 
journalism will not bear a very strict 
examination! 
Newspapers in 
fath­ 
er’s and grandfather’s 
times 
were 
violently partisan. 
Their editors not 
only took sides hut indulged in per­ 
sonalities—and even came to blows! 
Such dignity as marked 
the 
news 
columns was due largely to dullness. 
The narrow range of news offered no 
comparison 
with 
today’s journals, 
which are national and international 
in scope. 
A newspaper man has il­ 
lustrated this by showing that when 
Pope Pius IX died, in 1878. even the 
New' York papers published only a 
dozen lines of cable—and they came 
from London; whereas 
when 
Pope 
Leo XIII died the business of news- 
gathering had improved to such a 
degree that even provincial American 
dailies were able to print a page of 
cable about it. 
As for corporate control of news­ 
papers and the grinding of publish­ 
ers’ private axes, those things are 
not so easily managed as the critics 
fancy. 
The 
newspaper 
is 
always 
powerless the moment it is wrong. 
About the worst charge that holds in 
til is respect, is that almost all new s­ 
papers—and 
particularly 
the 
New 
York dailies—reflect 
the 
personal 
grudges and ambitions of their pro­ 
prietors. 
Nevertheless in 
just 
the 
degree that a newspaper is used in 
the attem pt to control public opinion 
it becomes weak; and every news­ 
paper man knows of instances whore 
gentlemen 
of 
considerable wealth, 
acquiring a newspaper property for 
private ends, have run it so closely 
along this line that, eventually they 
ran it into the ground. 


Great Percentage of News True. 
Our newspapers today are unques­ 
tionably more impartial than ever be­ 
fore, because, where the old-fashioned 
editor had chiefly politics in which 
to take sides, we 
have 
great 
eco­ 
nomic and moral questions peculiar 
to 
an 
era 
of change and growth. 
Newspaper roaders hold strong opin­ 
ions on all these questions, and so do 
editors and writers and publishers. 
Yet our newspapers manage to give 
all sides of exceedingly complicated 
public questions with an astonishing 
fairness. 
As to the charge that newspapers 
are inaccurate and untruthful, this 
is most easily disproved of all . You 
can see for yourself with a footrule. 
Take up any issue of any American 
daily paper—even one of th* sensa- 


j tional sheets—and go over it article 
by article and page by page. 
You 
will find that from 50 to 75 per cent 
of its news is true and correct, but 
it is of a kind that nobody ever ques­ 
tions; for from one-half 
to 
three­ 
quarters of every newspaper is made 
up of poliee and court intelligence,

Ordinary 
earthenware, which was already rela­ 
tively low, being subject to an aver­ 
age duty of 24.67 per cent, has now 
been cut to 15 per cent, while w indow' 
glass has been given an average re­ 
duction on all glasses of from 46.39 
per cent to 28.31 per cent. 
“ Plate glass, which may he consid­ 
ered a luxury, still retains a duty of 
nearly 40 per cent, the average being 
38.45 per cent, in place of the duty of 
63.95 lier cent in the law. 
Pig Iron and Slabs Cut. 
“ Pig iron and slabs, which wrere 
16.35 per cent and 17.79 per cent, have 
been cut to 8 per cent in each case;

“ In the effort to relieve the consum­ 
er and to mitigate the high and rising 
cost of living, schedule G. which deals 
with agricultural products, has been 
thoroughly revised and important re­ 
ductions have been 
made.

reduced from 25 per cent to IO per 
cent, cattle from 25,07 per cent to IO 
per cent, sheep from 16.41 per cent to

Reductions Made on Silk Goods 
“ Inasmuch as silk and silk goods 
are distinctly to he classed as luxuries, 
it has been deemed wise to make only 
very moderate reductions in the ratei 
of duty. 
“ Partially manufactured goods has 
been cut from 21.01 per cent of 15.5 
per cent spun silk yarn from 37.09 pet 
cent to 35 per cent sewing silk from 
35 per cent to IS per cent silk goods 
from 52.53 per cent to 50 per cent, silk 
handkerchiefs (plain) from 50 per cenl 
to 40 per cent, ribbons from 50 pel 
cent to 40 per cent, artificial silk yarns 
from 41.79 per cent to 35 per cent, and 
braids, embroideries and the like ol 
artihicial silk from 68.49 per cent to 
60 per cent. 
“ Print paper, whose cost of produc­ 
tion is as low in this country under 
favorable conditions as it is anywhere 
in the world, has been transferred to 
the free list when worth less than 2 1j 
cents per pound, while the highei 
grades have been given a tariff of 12 
per cent in place of 15.80 per cent. 
“Copying paper has been cut from 
42.32 per cent to 30 per cent, bag en­ 
velopes, etc., from 49.92 per cent to 
35 per cent, parchment papers from 
47.92 per cent to 35 per cent, photo­ 
graphic paper from 28.99 per cent to 
25 per cent, writing paper from 45.13 
per cent to 25 lier cent, common wrap­ 
ping paper from 35 per cent to 25 per 
cent, and books from 25 per cent to 15 
per cent. 
Light Cut on Jewelry. 
“Trim m ed hats are given only a 
moderate reduction, being cut from 50 
per cent to 40 per cent, while brooms 
are substantially reduced, being cut 
from 40 per cent to 15 per cent. Jew*- 
elry has been but slightly reduced, 
falling from 75.74 per cent to 60 per 
cent. 
“A good illustration of the attitude 
adopted with respect at the applica­ 
tion of the tariff is seen in the item, 
precious stones uncut, which are given 
a rate of IO per cent notwithstanding 
they were on the free list under the 
act of 1909. 
“W here the tariff rates balance the 
difference in cost of production at 
home and abroad, including an allow­ 
ance for the difference in freight rates, 
the tariff must be competitive, and 
from that point downward to the low­ 
est tariff that can he levied will con­ 
tinue to he competitive to a greater 
or less extent. 
“W here competition is not inter­ 
fered with by levying the tax above 
the 
highest 
competitive 
point 
the 
profits of the manufacturers are not 
protected. 
Protection of Profits. 
“ On the other hand, when the duties 
levied at the custom house are high 
enough to allow the American m anu­ 
facturer to make a profit before his 
competitor can enter the field, we 
have invaded the domain of the pro­ 
tection of profits. 
“ In the committee’s judgment the 
protection of any profit must of neces­ 
sity have a tendency to destroy com-! 
petition and create monopoly, whether 
the profit protected is reasonable or 
unreasonable. 
“Which course is the wiser one for 
our government to take? 
The one 
that demands the protection of profits, 
the 
continued 
policy 
of 
hot-house 
growth for our industries—the stagna­ 
tion 
of 
development 
that 
follows 
where competition ceases—o*\ on the 
other hand, the gradual reduction of 
our tariff to a basis where the Ameri­ 
can manufacturer must meet honest 
competition; where he must develop 
his business along the best and most 
economic lines; where, when he fights 
at home to control his market, he is 
forging the way in the economic de­ 
velopment of his business to extend 
his trade in the markets of the world. 
The future growth of our great in­ 
dustries lies beyond the seas.”

is an income tax section which would 
require every resident of the United 
States who earns more than $4,000 a 
year to pay a tax of I per cent on his 
earnings in excess of the exemption. 
This would not require the man 
who earns only $4,000 to pay a tax, 
but it would demand that the in­ 
dividual w ho earns $4,100, for ex­ 
ample, to pay into the government 
treasury an annual tax of I per cent 
on $100, o r $1. 
The bill also would provide higher 
rates of taxation for persons with 
large incomes, adding a surtax of I 
per cent additional on earnings in 
excess of $50,000. and 3 per cent ad­ 
ditional 
on 
earnings 
in excess of 
$ 100,000. 
U nder the surtax provisions the 
man who earns only $20,000 would 
pay to the government each year at 
the rate of I per cent on $16,000 
($4,000 exempt), or $160. 
If a man 
earns $36,000 he would pay I per cent 
on $16,000, still, and 2 per cent on 
$10,000, thus making his annual tax 
$360. 
The person with $50,000 in­ 
come would pay I per cent on $16,000 
and 2 per cent on $30,000—a $otal tax 
of $760. 
The man wfith an income of $100,- 
000 would be required to pay I per 
rent on $16,CKX), 2 per cent on $30,000 
and 3 per cent on $50,000, which 
would be $1,500. bringing his total 
income tax to $22260. 
The individual 
with a net income of a million would 
pay this $2,260 on his first $100,000 
and in addition he would pay 4 per 
cent on $900,000, which would bring 
his total tax to $38,260. 
Re-Enacts C orporation Law. 
The bill also would re-enact the 
present corporation tax law imposing 
a I per cent tax on the earnings of 
corporations, stack companies, insur­ 
ance companies ariki the like, but it 
would exempt partnerships. 
This is 
a flat tax. there being no graduated 
scale as the earnings increase. 
I he 
few changes from lite present cor­ 
poration tax act concern chiefly the 
time for making retuuns and the time 
for collection. 
The bill also in*c1udcs under its 
provisions the 
property and earn­ 
ings in this country of persons who 
live abroad. 
It is estimated by ‘m em bers of the 
ways and means com m ittee that ap­ 
proximately $100,000,000 in revenue 
may be derived from this new tax. in­ 
cluding the corporation tax. 
This 
would about make u p for the deficit 
in revenues because 
of the greatly 
reduced tariff rates. 
Incomes of taxable persons shall 
include gains, profits and income de­ 
rived from salaries, w a g es or com­ 
pensation for personal .service of what­ 
ever kind and in w hatever form paid, 
or from professional vocations, busi­ 
nesses, trade, com m erce or sales or 
dealings in property; ialso from in­ 
terest, rent, dividends, securities, in­ 
cluding income from property, income 
but not the value of property acquired 
by bequest, and also proceeds of life 
insurance policies paid upon death of 
persons insured. 
Provision Made for Deductions. 
The bill allows as deductions in 
computing net in co nile all necessary 
expenses actually incurred in carry­ 
ing on any business, not including 
personal, living or family expenses; 
interest accrued and payable within 
the year by a taxables person on in­ 
debtedness; all natio n al state, county, 
school and municipal taxes, not in­ 
cluding local benefit taxes; losses in­ 
curred in trade or from fires, storms 
or shipwreck not compensated by in­ 
surance or otherwise; debts actually 
ascertained as worthless and charged

allowance 
for 
wear and tear on property, but no de­ 
duction will be allowed for expense 
of restoration or improvements made 
to increase property value.

come, amounts received as dividends 
upon the stock of any corporation, 
joint stock company, association or 
insurance company which is taxable 
upon its net income under the cor­ 
poration tax provision of the bill. 
The bill excludes the compensation

It establishes a system of collection 
of the tax at its source, requiring all

All such persons or firms are made 
personally liable for such tax. 
Persons or corporations liable to I 
make return on incomes who fail to 
do so at a specified time are made 
liable to a fine not exceeding $500, 
and the penalty for faUe or fraudu­ 


lent returns is'fixed at $1,000 or im­ 
prisonment not exceeding one year, or 
both. 
Aims to Aid Consumer. 
“ In formulating this additional im­ 
post,” said Chairman U nderwood in 
his report, “the attem pt has been 
made to provide not only a source of 
revenue, but also a means of redress­ 
ing in some measure the unequal tax 
burdens which result iro m the p ra c ­ 


tice of basing the federal Income en­ 
tirely upon customs and internal rev­ 
enue duties. This is a system of taxa­ 
tion which inevitably throws the bur­ 
den of supporting the goevrnm ent 
upon the shoulders of the consumers. 
It correspondingly exempts the men 
of larger income, whose consumption 
of the ordinary necessaries of life 
is subject to tariff taxation in a far 
less aggregate degree than is that of 
smaller income earners, who expend 
the greater proportion of their re­ 
sources for the ordinary necessities 
of life. 
“The progressive principle already 
has been sustained by the Supreme 
Court of the United States in the in­ 
heritance tax cases, and there can be 
no doubt that the same principle ap­ 
plies to the income tax included in 
this bill, and will be fully upheld 
should it ever be called into ques- 
tion.” 
The bill provides that all taxable 
persons 
shall 
be 
notified 
of 
the 
amount for which they are liable u n ­ 
der the law on or before the first 
day of June of each year and assess­ 
ments be paid on or before June 30. 
For delay in making payments and 
ten days after notice, there shall be 
added sum of 5 per cent on the 
amount of tax unpaid and interest at 
the rate of I per cent a month from 
the time the tax fell due. 
The corporation tax provision, it is 
directed, shall be computed upon in­ 
come for the year ending Dec. 31, 
1913, 
and 
for each 
calendar 
year 
thereafter. 
It is provided, however, 
that corporations may designate the 
last day of any month as the day of 
the closing of the fiscal year and may 
have the tax computed on the basis of 
net income on its designated day.

The Pastor declared that the Bible 
everywhere hopis up the Lord Jesus 
Christ 
as 
the 
glorious Pattern of 
what is most ph asin g to the Heaven­ 
ly Father, a Pattern therefore to be 
copied by all 
who would abide in 
Clod’s favor. 
He reminded his hear­ 
ers that there are certain steps nec­ 
essary before any can come into the 
favor of God, and properly he called 
His children, or said to be under His 
supervision and care, or to be per­ 
mitted to address Him in prayer, or 
to consider them selves heirs of His 
favors and blessings. 
This is made 
very clear by the Apostles and also 
by Jesus Himself, said tho Pastor. 
The Apostles declare the necessity 
of an Advocate with the Father be­ 
fore any can approach Him, come in­ 
to His presence or receive any favor 
from Him. 
Jesus expressed this same 
thought, saying, “No man cometh un­ 
to the Father, but by Me.” 


As a matter of fact, therefore, a 
comparatively 
small 
proportion 
of 
humanity have any of God’s* favors at 
til*' present time, said the 
Pastor. 
But we rejoice in the breadtn of the 
Message, which assures us that in 
God’s “due tim'1” all shall be brought 
to a knowledge of Messiah, and priv­ 
ileged through Him to enjoy the gift 
of God— everlasting life. 
But what is 
coming and what is here now are two 
different matters. 
No one has au­ 
thority to make the Narrow W ay a 
Broad Way, nor to say that many will 
find it when the Scriptures declare, 
“Few" there be that find it.” 
Our 
consolation is that this Narrow Way 
leads to special glory, honor, immor­ 
tality and the Divine Nature, end will 
develop a special, elect class. 
Then 
subsequently, this select class will he 
used of the Lord in blessing the non­ 
elect many with a great, but inferior 
blessing. 


The Pastor demonstrated that his 
text relates not to the world in gen­ 
eral, but merely to the consecrated 
fewr who during this age bear the 
invitation, accept it, and become foot­ 
step followers of Jesus. 
These have 
their sins forgiven as a result of faith 
in the precious blood of ( ’brist and of 
consecration to do tile ''ill of God. 
T hese then have the 
Redeemer 
as 
their Advocate with the Father, and 
are accepted iii the Beloved as His 
brethren. 
These are the prospective members 
of the Bride of ( ’brist, who by he 
Lord’* gra<«* may now suffer with 
their Redeemer in cross-bearing, and 
by and by share with Him His glori­ 
ous Kingdom. 
T hese are begotten of 
the Father through the Holy Spirit, 
and thus become New Great ares in 
Christ. 
No longer are they to be 
classed as members of the human 
family, hut as spiritual sons of God, 
of a new order, 
higher 
than 
the 
angels, but not yet perfected. 
Their 
•perfecting cannot take 
place 
until 
their probationary trial 
shall 
have 
ended, and it will not end until death. 
Iii the glorious First Resurrection, 
therefore, these will he perfect, as 
sons of God on the Divine plane, as­ 
sociates and joint-heirs

Lord and Redeemer. 
To These Our Text Appi.es. 
T hese are exhorted to come with 
boldness to the Throne of Heavenly 
G race, to obtain mercy and find grace 
to help in every time of need. These, 
and only these, may know’ that their 
prayers are always heard. 
As Jesus 
said. “Their m essengers do always 
have access to My 
Father's 
pres­ 
ence.” (Matthew* IS:IO.) 
The exhor­ 
tations of the Apostil' aie to these 
alone— not to the world. 
In our context the Apostle holds 
up the Lord Jesus a's the great Pat­ 
tern of humility, the example for all 
of His followers, admonishing that 
they should walk in His steps, if they 
would have the Divine favor th^t He 
enjoys aud attain " iX u 
. .j joint- 


of His Heavenly estate, and became 
poor—not merely appeared poor. 
He 
laid aside, or divested Himself of His 
spirit condition and glory, and took 
instead human conditions. 
From being above the angels, He 
of His own volition took a nature and 
place “a little lower than the angels.” 
And He did this, knowing it w’as only 
a preliminary step. He knew that the 
particular steps of 
self-denial 
and 
suffering were to follow. He humbled 
Himself to become a man, because a 
man—Adam—had sinned, and through 
him a race had come under sentence 
of death, and could not extricate it­ 
self. 
Only an 
uucondemned 
man 
could redeem the 
condemned 
one. 
For this purpose Jesus left His glory 
and “was found in fashion as a man.” 
The Logos did not become a sinful 
man, a bb mi shed or imperfect man. 
On the contrary, 
He 
was 
“holy.’ 
harmless, undefiled and separate from 
sinners.” 
Otherwise He could 
not 
have been the Redeemer. 
Being sin­ 
less, however, this Perfect One would 
suffer all the more from the shame 
and Ignominy connected 
with 
the 
mission He undertook. 
As it was not a babe, but a man, 
that had sinned and was to he ro­ 
de* rued, therefore Jesus needed 
to 
wait until Ile reached manhood’s es­ 
tate—thirty years—before He could 
begin 
His 
ministry. 
Promptly at 
thirty He made His consecration, and 
symbolized it by water immersion at 
Jordan*. 
Then He went 
forth, 
de­ 
claring the Message which He knew 
I would 
be 
misunderstood 
the Mes­ 
sage; of God’s Love, the Message that 
there must lie a sacrifice for sin. the 
Message that He was the Sin-Offer­ 
ing, the Message that as a result of 
that Sin-Offering, 
blessed 
fruitage 
afterward would come, in the Millen­ 
nial Kingdom, which would bless all 
the families of the earth. 


As He foreknew*, mankind, even the 
hest prepared—the Jewish people— 
wore not ready 
for 
the 
Message. 
Thus, as He foresaw* 
and 
as 
the 
Scriptures 
foretold, 
they 
crucified 
Him— ignorantly—for as St. Paul de­ 
clares: 
“ Had they known 
it they 
would not have crucified the Lord of 
glory.” 
(I Corinthians 2:8.) 
St. Paul 
reminds us that we should consider 
Christ’s unreservedness 
of 
persecu­ 
tion, lest we should be “w’eary and 
faint in our minds.” 
Similar experi­ 
ences must to some extent come upon 
us. 
And if He who w*as po* ect en­ 
dured patiently, we who are imper­ 
fect may well exercise great patience. 
And so in our text the exhortation is 
that we perceive how’ Jesus humbled 
himself, and that we should think it 
a great privilege and pleasure simi­ 
larly to experience humiliations. 
The Regards of Humility and Loyalty 
No doubt the Logos, “the Beginning 
of the Creation of God,” the “First­ 
born of every creature,” the one by 
whom all things w*ere made, had such 
loyalty to the Father that He would 
have been obedient, even had no re­ 
ward been attached to the invitation 
given Him. 
But, on the other hand, 
it would not have 
been 
consistent 
with kindness, love or justice for the 
Father to demand of His Son such a 
sacrifice. 
Justice can make no such 
demand. 
And if Love makes such a 
suggestion, it should properly hack 
up the suggestion wit Ii some promise 
of special favor or blessing. 
Accord­ 
ing to the A postle, God did just this, 
He informed His Son that Ile would 
appreciate such a sacrifice, and set 
before Him a joy. a hope. 
The apostle does not explain tho 
d< tails of that hope, but we may in­ 
fer them: (I) The joy of the Father’s 
blessing in a superlative sense. (2) 
The joy of bringing many sons of 
Cod to the plane of glory as His i 
bride class. (3) The joy of rescuing 
the world of mankind from sin, sick- ( 
iiess, sorrow, pain, death, 
and 
up­ 
lifting or resurrecting all the willing 
and obedient of the 
race 
to human 
perfection and all that 
was lost in 
A Jam. (I) 
An exaltation to a still 
higher station than that which Ho 
had left. He would be made partaker 
of the Divine nature, far above an­ 
gels, principalities and powers and 
above His own previous high station 
as the Only Begotten of the Father, 
the Logos— the Word (John 1:1-3). 
Here w e are, dear brethren, 
with 
the apostle’s words
